Comparison  of    1975-76   Enrollment   with    1974-75   Enrollment.     (See   Table    1) 

In  comparing   total    on-campus  enrollments    for   Spring  Quarter    1975-76  with   that   of    1974-75, 
the   data    illustrate   an    increase   of   3.87   percent    (837    students).      This   occurred  as   a    result   of 
an  8.59  percent    (340    students)    increase   at    the   Medical    Center  and  an    increase  of    2.81    percent 
(497   students)    at   Chicago  Circle.      Enrollments    in   Chicago  Circle   Extramural    courses   decreased 
by   3.5'    percent    (32    students).      The   combined  on-campus   and  extramural    enrollments    demonstrated 
an  overall     increase   of   3.57   percent    (805    students).

The   highest    rates  of    increase    in  enrollments   at   Chicago  Circle  were  experienced  by 
the  colleges   of  Health,    Physical    Education,    and   Recreation    (26.36   percent),    Education    (9.70 
percent).    Engineering    (9-15   percent),    and   Liberal    Arts   and   Sciences    (0.88   percent). 

At    the   Medical    Center,    all    units    showed    increases   except    Public   Health    (down  6.19 
percent)    and   Residents    (down    16.25   percent).      The    largest    increases  occurred    in  Associated   Medi- 
cal   Sciences    (44.58   percent),    Medicine    (21.64  percent),    and   Dentistry    (8.66   percent). 

Enrollments    in  extramural    undergraduate  credit   courses   at   Chicago  Circle   decreased 
by  6.37   percent,   while   graduate  credit   courses    increased   by  8.67   percent. 

Percentage   of  Women.       (See   Table   2) 

The   combined  percentages  of  women    in   Spring    1975-76    for   both   Chicago  Circle   and 
Medical    Center  equaled  42.42   percent.      The    rate   of  women  enrolled   has   been    increasing   consistently 
during    the   past   decade.      The   percentage  of  women  equaled    3'. 93   percent    in    1965-66.      Since    then 
the   percentage   has    increased   to   37.04  percent    in    1971-72,    37.57  percent    in    1972-73.    38.57  percent 
in   1973-74,   and  40.44  percent    in   1974-75. 

Noncont i nu i ng   and  Continuing   Students.       (See  Tables    3,    4.    and   5) 

Noncont inui ng    students,    including   new   students  and    readmi ssions ,    decreased    15.68 
percent    (387   students)    in   Spring  Quarter    1975-76,    when  compared  with    1974-75.      Data    for   the    same 
period    showed    that   continuing    students    increased   by   5.94  percent    (1,192    students).      The    total 
for   noncont inuing   and  continuing    students  combined,    excluding   noncredit   courses,    for   Spring 
1975-76    showed  an    increase  of  805    students    (3.57  percent). 

Quality  of   Beginning   Freshmen    in  Terms  of  High   School    Quartile    Rank.       (See   Table   6) 

At   Chicago  Circle,    30.49  percent   of    the  82   beginning    freshmen    in   Spring    1975-76    for 
which  quartile    rank  was    reported    ranked    in    the   upper   fourth  of   their   high    school    classes  as 
compared    to   36.49    in   Spring    1974-75.      However,    75.61    percent    ranked    in   the   upper   half    in 
1975-76  compared  with   74.33    in   1974-75. 

Percentage  of   Full-Time   and   Part-Time   Students.       (See   Table  8) 

Some  change  was   noted    in   the   percentage  of   full-time  versus   part-time    students  when 
Spring    1975-76   data  were   compared  with   Spring    1974-75.      The   greatest   change  occurred    in   the 
Graduate   College   at   Chicago  Circle,    where    the   percentage  of    full-time    students   decreased   to 
49.22    in    1975-76    from  63.72    in    1974-75.      All    extramural    students   are   classified  as   part-time. 


Resident  and  Nonresident  Students.   (See  Table  9) 

Some  change  in  the  percentage  of  resident  and  nonresident  students  at  the  Chicago 
campuses  was  noted  when  Spring  1975-76  data  were  compared  with  Spring  197'*- 75  figures.   Residents 
of  Illinois  enrolled  at  Chicago  Circle  equaled  88.50  percent  of  total  enrollment  and,  at  the 
Medical  Center,  92.19  percent,  versus  93.98  percent,  and  91.04  percent  respectively  in  1974-75. 
All  students  enrolled  in  Chicago  Circle  extramural  courses  are  Illinois  residents. 

Geographical  Distribution.   (See  Table  10) 

A.  Chicago  Circle  Campus 

Home  addresses  in  the  state  of  Illinois  are  listed  by  16,067  students,  which  is  88.50  percent 
of  the  18,155  registered  for  the  Spring  Quarter  at  Chicago  Circle.   There  are  204  students 
from  36  other  states.   In  addition,  2  students  came  from  a  United  States  Possession  and 
1,880  students  came  from  87  foreign  countries. 

B.  Medical  Center  Campus 

Home  addresses  in  the  state  of  Illinois  are  listed  by  3,964  students,  which  is  92.19  percent 
of  the  4,300  registered  for  the  Spring  Quarter  at  the  Medical  Center.   There  are  17'  students 
from  35  other  states  (plus  the  District  of  Columbia).   In  addition,  165  students  came  from 
35  foreign  countries. 

C.  Extramural  Credit  Courses  (Chicago  Circle  Campus) 

There  are  879  students  registered  in  Extramural  credit  courses  at  the  Chicago  Circle  campus. 
The  majority  (88.40  percent)  of  extramural  students  reside  in  Cook  County,  Illinois.
